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One  result  of  a  recent  environmental 
enforcement  workshop  held  in  Tallahassee 
was  a  promise  that  my  office  would  com- 
pile an  enforcement  handbook,  listing 
the  authority  of  the  various  federal 
and  state  agencies,  along  with  the  ad- 
dresses and  phone  numbers  of  the  agencies ' 
regional  offices. 


This  handbook  is  primarily  for  field 
personnel  to  assist  them  in  understanding 
what  activities  are  violations  of  law, 
and  to  whom  such  violations  are  to  be 
reported. 

It  will,  I  hope,  be  a  practical  guide 
and  quick  index  to  help  increase  sur- 
veillance capability  by  turning  the  eyes 
and  ears  of  both  state  and  federal  agents 
to  both  state  and  federal  enf orce;nent ■

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STATE  ENVIRONMENTAL  ENFORCEMENT  AGENCIES 
STATUTORY  AUTHORITY 

Agriculture,  Department  of: 

The  Florida  Pesticide  Law,  Chapter  487,  Florida  Statutes,  impowers 

the  Department  of  Agriculture  to  regulate,  license  and  police  the 

use  of  pesticides,  restricting  those  determined  to  be  persistent 

in  nature  and  highly  toxic  to  man.   Florida  Statutes  Sections  487.051 

and  570.52  create  the  Pesticide  Technical  Council  which  advises, 

counsels  and  consults  the  Department  upon  its  request  in  connection 

with  the  promulgation,  administration  and  enforcement  of  all  laws, 

rules  and  regulations  relating  to  pesticides. 

Attorney  General  and  the  Department  of  Legal  Affairs; 
Florida  Constitution  Article  IV  Section  4(c)  declares  the  Attorney 
General  to  be  the  chief  state  legal  officer.   Statutory  and  Common 
Law  authorize  the  Attorney  General  to  appear  in  and  attend  to  all 
suits  or  prosecutions  in  behalf  of  the  state,  in  which  the  state 
may  be  a  party,  in  which  the  state  is  in  any  wise  interested,  or 
in  those  cases  of  great  public  interest.   Section  15.01  Florida 
Statutes.   Among  other  duties,  the  Department  of  Legal  Affairs  is  the 
Legal  advisor  to  the  Department  of  Pollution  Control,  Florida  Stat- 
utes Section  403.231;  may  maintain  actions  for  injunctive  relief 
in  accordance  with  the  Environmental  Protection  Act  of  1971,  Florida 
Statutes  Section  403.412,  and  in  regard  to  conservation  of  oil  and 
gas  resources,  Florida  Statutes  Section  377.34;    at  the  request 
of  the  Department  of  Natural  Resources,  may  institute  proceedings 
to  injoin  or  abate  unauthorized  construction  or  activity  as  described 
in  the  Beach  and  Shore  Preservation  Act,  Florida  Statutes  Section 
151.081;  and  bring  suit  against  any  public  nuisance,  Section  50.05. 

Forestry,  Division  of; 

Florida  Statutes  Chapters  589,  Forestry,  and  590,  Forest  Protec- 
tion, establish  the  Florida  Forestry  Council  and  impower  the  Di- 
vision of  Forestry  to  protect  forests  and  woodlands  of  the  state. 

Game  and  Fresh  water  Fish  Commission; 

Florida  Constitution  Article  IV,  Section  9,  charges  responsibility 
for  wild  animals  and  fresh  water  aquatic  life,  and  is  implemented 
by  Florida  Statutes  Chapter  372,  Sections  253.05,  253.45,  253.75, 
and  403.271. 

The  Federal  Fish  and  Wildlife  Coordination  Act  of  1958  requires  the 
U.  S.  Army  Corps  of  Engineers  to  request  and  consider  biological 
comments  from  state  fish  and  wildlife  departments.   The  1971  Na- 
tional Environmental  Policy  Act's  environmental  im.pact  statements 
also  require  commission  comment.

Any  unpermitted  or  unlawful  destruction  of,  burnings  of,  or  setting 
fire  to  any  forests,  grass,  woods,  wild  lands  or  marshes.   Mutila- 
tion, destruction  or  removal  of  Forestry  signs. 

Game  and  Fresh  Water  Fish  Commission; 

All  violations  which  affect  the  quality  or  quantity  of  waters  in  our 
fresh  or  salt  water  streams,  rivers,  lakes,  or  marshes.   This  includes 
projects  such  as  stream  channelization,  water  management  districts, 
mosquito  control,  dredge  and  fill,  private  developments,  municipal  and 
industrial  waste  treatment,  highway  construction,  etc. 

Land  Sales,  Division  of; 

Violations  by  a  subdivider  which  would  prejudice  the  intended  use  by 

a  purchaser. 

Natural  Resources,  Department  of: 

Any  unlawful  activity,  such  as  harvesting  sea  oats  or  sea  grapes,  un- 
permitted structures,  or  construction  on  beaches;  dredging  and  fill- 
ing without  permit;  unlicensed  commercial  fishing  for  or  selling  of 
salt  water  products;  obstruction  of  waterways. 

Pollution  Control,  Department  of: 

Any  potential  or  actual  pollution  or  degradation  of  the  environment 
including  but  not  limited  to  unlawful  discharges  into  the  air  or  water 
by  way  of  burning,  sewage,  industrial  waste,  toxic  materials,  dredg- 
ing and  filling,  noxious  odors,  excessive  noise,  etc. 

Trustees  of  Internal  Improvement  Trust  Fund: 

Any  unpermitted  work  done  below  the  mean  high  water  line  of  the  nav- 
igable waters,  both  fresh  and  salt,  of  the  state.   This  work  might 
consist  of  the  construction  of  seawalls,  dredging  the  submerged  bot- 
toms, filling  in  of  navigable  waters,  or  in  some  cases,  such  work 
done  in  marsh  area. 


FEDERAL  ENVIRONMENTAL  ENVORCEMENT  AGENCIES 

VIOLATIONS  OF  PARTICULAR  INTEREST 

Army  Corps  of  Engineers,  U.S.  Department  of  Defense: 
Construction,  dredging,  and  filling  or  altering  or  modifying  nav- 
igable waters.   Direct  and  indirect  discharges  to  navigable  waters 
or  tributaries  other  than  domestic  sewage  in  a  liquid  state. 

Coast  Guard,  7th  Coast  Guard  District,  Department  of  Transportation: 
Oil  and  hazardous  material  spills  (primarily  because  of  their  fre- 
quency in  comparison  to  other  violations  of  the  Refuse  Act) . 

Environmental  Protection  Agency: 

Toxic  discharges;  significant  industrial  discharges  into  waters  that 
receive  heavy  amounts  of  such  discharges;  municipal  waste  discharges 
without  proper  treatment;  illegal  dredge  and  fill  operations;  and  air 
pollution  (presently  in  the  data-gathering  stage  of  enforcement  under 
the  Clean  Air  Act,  and  as  yet  have  not  pinpointed  what  violations  will 
be  of  a  particular  interest) . 

Interior,  Department  of: 

Dredging  in  waterways  (including  shallow  estuarine  areas),  in  tidal 
marshes,  and  even  in  upland  areas  when  the  dredged  area  connects  or 
apparently  will  connect  to  waterways  (e.g.  subdivision  finger  canal 
systems) . 

United  States  Attorneys: 

Illegal  dredge  and  fill  in  navigable  waters  of  the  United  States,  and 

the  illegal  discharge  of  refuse  into  said  navigable  waters.
